" Late last night, alter disciuslon 
with Colin; McCallum, president of 
the Students Society, Leonard 

Ashley and Irving Slmms declared 
they would not resign until the 
situation was further clarified. 
Aitiley and Sims felt that there 
had been some misrepresentation 
of the whole situation before the 
tallc with McCallum. Others who 
had announced their resignations 
were not present at the consulta 
tion with McCallum and were not 
available for comment before press 
time. 

S.E.C. Action 

Colin McCallum gave the loi- 
lowing statement to The Daily: 
"On receipt of the complaint by 
the Debating Union Society that 
the Radio Committee had taken 
over a broadcast which the Debat- 
ing Union Society claims to have 
originated, without consulting or 
Informing the Debating Union So- 
ciety, and a further complaint that 
the Radio Committee was not the 
impartiarbody "for thc*6Bnlrbl an'd" 
regulation ot all student broadcast- 
ing" as laid down in its constitu- 
tion, the SEC listened to the presi- 
dent ot the Debating Union Soci- 
ety and to the chairman of the 
Radio' Committee- when they pre- 
sented their respective sides of the 
case at the last SEC meeting. 

"Since after close examination ot 
the situation it was found that three 
of the executive of the Radio Woric 
shop were also on the, executive 
of the Radio Committee, and fur- 
ther since the SEC has found no 
record of having approved the 
members of the Radio Committee, 
the SEC considered it to be in the 
best interests ot the Students So- 
ciety to appoint two students to the 
Radio Committee, leaving one mem- 
ber from the Radio Workship to be 
appointed by the Workshop. 
'- "Betty Sinclair was appointed 
Sec representative and Lcn' Ash- 
ley, who has rendered invoiuabic 
service to the cause of radio at 
McGill, was requested to join the 
committee in an advisory capaoity. 
since he is not a member of the 
Students Society. 

"The Radio Workshop executive 
has lodged a complaint regarding 
the composition of the "Radio Com- 
mittee and will accordingly present 
their complaint at the next SEC 
meeting. 

After a meeting of the newly- 
formed Radio Committee on Friday 
from which the press was excluded, 
Betty Sinclair issued the following 
statement: 

"At a meeting of the Radio Com- 
mittee this afternoon at five p.m. 
Arthur Garmaise was- appointed 
chairman and Betty Sinclair was 
appointed secretary. The other 
members of the committee present 
were Boris Berbricr and Stanley 
Mann, as executive member of the 
McGill Radio Workshop. Also pres- 
ent was Leonard Ashley, the mem- 
bers in an advisory, capacity. 
«"It was decided that Sunday's 
•McGill Tall«s it Over* would be 
produced as scheduled by mem- 
bers of the McGill Radio Workshop; 
and that the McGill show on Tues- 
day would be similarly produced. 
, / "A further meeting will be held 
on Monday to discuss radio times 
and programs for the coming year. 
.Applications for radio times arc 
^welcome from all campus organ- 
illations." 

jThe latter part of this statement 
^as made without knowledge of 
CJAD's later cancellation of all 
radio time. 

Dal ion's Statement 

,Jon Ballon, president of the De- 
bating Union Society, gave The 
Daily the following statement: 

"It is felt that certain highly 
relevant facts which were omitted 
from Mr. Ashley's statement re- 



garding the S.E.C. investigation of 
the McGiU Radio Committee must 
be presented in order that the stu 
den body may be able to consider 
this situation in its proper per- 
spective." 

"The McGill Debating Union 
Society last year introduced to 
CJAD and to the McGill Campus 
the Faculty-Student Forums. These 
programs were very well received 
by the student body and also, so 
we were told, by the radio sta- 
tion." 

^;ç.J|Accordingly, our ■' organization 
was^'amazed when it was informed 

by Mr. Ashley that the McGill 
Radio Committee and not the De- 
bating Society was to sponsor the 
facuiy-student forums this year. 

"We therefore objected vigorous- 
ly to him. but to no avail. We arg- 
ued thait the McGill Radio Commit- 
tee had absolutely no right to spon- 
sor a radio programme, as it was 
a pure coordinating group. More 
important, it had no right to trans- 
fer this Debating Society activity 
to any group, particularly to itself, 
without previous consultation with 
us. Such a procedure we regarded 
as high-handed and unwarranted 
and we made it clear that, , inas- 
much as Mr. Ashley liid not consid 
er that in doing this the Radio 
Committee was acting well beyond 
its jurisdiction, we would bring the 
whole matter up for investigation 
by the S.E.C. and let this body dcr 
termine whether or not the Radio 
Committee had overstepped its 
bounds. The decision of the S.E.C. 
has Indicated that the complaint 
made was not without considerable 
foundation in fact." 

"In considering Mr. Ashley's 
statement, there are two points to 
mantion:-- • - - - • 

"Firstly, he did not give the real 
reason why the Debating Society 
approached the S. E. a In the first 
place — that is, the reason outlined 
above." 

"Secondly, in quoting Conrad 
Shatner, last year's Président of 
the Radio Committee, he neglected 
to say that at the first meeting of 
the Radio Committee this year, at 
which Mr» Shatner was in atten- 
dance, Mr. Shatner pointed out 
that 'he considered the Radio Com- 
mittee had no right to sponsor t.he 
Debating Society's Faculty-Student 
Forums, as the Radio Committee 
was a co-ordinating group rather 
than one which actually organizes 
programs, and that if any changes 
were envisaged in the Faculty- 
Student Forums, the Debating So- 
ciety should be contacted prior to 
any changes being made by any 
party. The Debating Society was 
not finally contacted regarding any 
of the above unlil the organization 
of the program by the McGill Radio 
Committee was a fait accompli," 

"These statements were given to 
me by Mr. Shatner a few weeks 
ago, and were confirmed once 
again by him after he had read 
Mr. Ashley's article In Friday's 
Daily. 

"It must be emphasized that 
while the Debating Society raised 
the objections made above, aa well 

^Ji^V^' c"Ji' deciaionl was 
made by the S.E.C. after a com- 
p ele investigation involving inter- 
views with Mr. Ashley and myself" 
Ashley's Statement 
Asked for a statement on the 
first meeting of the new Radio 
Committee and subsequent develop- 
ments, Leonard Ashley said, "I at- 
tended the first meeting of the new 
Radio Committee as 'a member in 
an advisory capacity' and was in- 
formed by the SEC representative, 
Betty Sinclair, that I was to have 
no vote, no rights as a member, 
could not even be counted to make 
up a quorum. Mr. McCallum In- 
formed me late Sunday night that 
the SEC had made no such recom- 
mendation.

Coach Vic Obeck's Redmen went on . 
to decisively defeat an outclassed 
Varsity 12 by a 22-13 score at Mol- 
son Field on Saturday. The McGill 
squad thrll^d an amazed and over 
capacity crowd of around 19,000 
with a terrific disiay of precision 
footbalt 

Obeck's beautifully coached crew 
outplayed Mastcrson's astonished 
Varsity squad in every department 
except passing. And it wasn't né-*, 
ccssary to outgun Varsity ' there, J 
The Redmen didn't have to taica 
to the air. They rolled up the im- 
pressive total of 416 yards on the 
ground to the Blues aggregate of 62. 

The big McGill line, featuring 
eight men close to or over 20O 
pounds played the heroic roll of 
the afternoon. Defensively most of 
them spend almost the entire af- 
ternoon in the Blues backfield, 
swarming over the Varsity backs 
to prevent them from getting Mas- 
tcrson's intricate, slow-moving 
plays into action.

OUR GINKO TREES 

James McGill's Is a She

Did you know that we of McGill I among 



are the proud possessors of what 
might be termed "a living fossii"? 
The imperious, stately Ginkgo (pro- 
nounced jinkgo) tree that stands 
majestically on guard over James 
McGlll tomb may be truly re- 
ferred to as such. The Ginkgo, 
though now only growp under cul- 
tivation, once grew wild across the 
breadth of the world, and has des- 
cended from the late Mesozote Age 
almost unchanged In form. (200-600 
million years B.C. for the benefit 
of Arts students). 

Ginkgo trees have been found in 
fossil state throughout the British 
North America, ycljl is du*-to the 
diligence of the Cliliiejc, who cul- 
tivated the tr'jc down through the 
ages, that the Ginkgo has not gone 
the way of all Dodo Bird*. The 
Ginkgo Is the sole survivor of an 
order of gymnosperms. tracing its 
ancestry back to the fossil Cor- 
daitalcs of the Palaezolc Age, bOO- 
200 million ;J.C. 

In China the tree has been cul- 
tivated commercially for its lood 
value, and because of the excellent 
weathering properties of ita - wood, 
it is used in making signs, etc A 
beautiful hand carved cabinet of 
Ginkgo wood may be seen In the 
Mel Lan Shop on Mountain Street. 

An old Chinese legend about the 
tree is still told today. At harvest 
time, liundreds of seeds arc gath- 
ered from each tree. Since, how- 
ever, there is some evil in all 
things, so one seed from each tree 
contains a fatal poison. Fortunate- 
ly, the poisonous fruit emlta a 
strange noise, and thus the har- 
vesters are able' to locate these 
seeds by a process of elimination, 
First they listen to each basket of 
fruit until they locate the one con- 
taining the poisoned fruit. The con- 
tenta of that basket are then 
divided Into two parta. The portion 
now containing Uie noisy fruit is 
located and divided into two parts 
(the good portions being elim- 
inated), and so until the poisoned 
fruit is the only one left. (Reduc- 
tion ad Absurdem). 

In the past there was a great 
market for these poisoned seeds 



the high officials of the 



country, who were ever in danger 
of incurring the King's wrath and 
"losing their heads", self admin 
istered poison being generally pre 
f erred to the. cool edge of thé otfi' 
clal Axe. 

The Ginkgo grows slowly, but it 
is of such longevity that it may 
reach heights up to -120 feet. It is 
of conical shape with long horl 
zontal branches. The leaves are 
fan-shaped and marked with longi- 
tudinal veins resembling the Mai. 
denhair Fern, hence the popular 
appelatlon "Maidenhair Tree." 

"Hie reproductive morphology 
differs, only in minor details from 
that of the cycads. The pollen is 
borne in ' microsporophylls. Each 
sporophyll bears a p^air of deflexed 
sporangia." 

Luckily, at this point, a kind- 
hearted member of the Botany de- 
partment rescued your unhappy 
scribe from the morass of encyclo- 
pedic information and explained 
in language that even an Artsman 
could understand. . The Ginkgo is 
unique in' that there arc botti male 
and female trees. The seed of the 
male must fcrtilïz'e that of thie fe- 
male before reproduction can take 
place. The seeds grow on the tree 
like small plums, smell slightly of 
rancid butter, and contain a hard 
kernel, edible when roasted. 

Contrary to popular opinion, 
there are six Ginkgos on the cam- 
pus, one above the cyclotron build 
ing and four on McTavish beside 
the tennis courts in addition to 
the one in front of the, Arta Build- 
ing. She (it'isVfeinale) is by far 
the senior, having been here longer 
than the oldest faculty member, 
(There appears to be little truth 
in the story that seven freshmen 
were once hung from the Ginkgo 
Tree for insubordination to uppir 
classmen, pour décourager les 
autres), \ 

So, next time you pais tht 
Glngko, have a look at. Her who 
can trace ancestry back to 300 roil 
lion B.C. ' and ponder, ever lo 
slightly, on your own insignifi- 
cance.

Football Champions." To all these 
the appropriately tdbbed Red Mas 
termind has only , one answer, 
"We're still one year away." We 
wish to register n disagreement 
with Mr. Obeck on this one. 

We don't claim emphatically and 
dogmatically that McGill will win 
the championship this year, but 
rather prefer to say that of the 
four téams in the league the one 
bearing Red and White colors has 
the best chance. Their performance 
on Saturday wasn't a one day 
highly inspirited Job similar to 
last, year's team In its first game 
with Western.. .,, , .... .., 

We aren't alone In this opinion. 
Last night a Dally scribe out as- 
siduously patrolling his beat en- 
countered an assistant Varsity 
coach and several of his stars in 
a doivntown restaurant. The 
Daily man Ulked with them and 
they permitted bim to report the 
gist of their alatementa. They 
uld, -MeCill has the best team 
In the league this year due to Its 
outstanding line. That line can 
break up any passing attack. 
McGill deserves to win the in- 
tercollegiate ehamplonshlp." 
We have seen McGill play Us 
four games this year, and in only 
one did the team lack the class of 
a championship bound crew. And 
that was In the first game of the 
season, an exhibition tilt with an 
intermediate team, Ottawa Uni- 
versity. Since they won 2S-0 and 
the game was the initial one of the 
season It Is reasonably obvious 
that it didn't matter much. 

In their second game the Redmen 
turned in an outstanding perform- 
ance in holding one of the Cana- 
dian game's foremost teams, the 
Montreal Alouettes to a 10-1 victory 
They lost their first intercollegiate 
game to Weslern by two points but 
most observers will agree that for 
most of the contest they were by 
far the superior team on the field. 
Check's crew easily turned in just 
as polished a performance, if not 
more so against Western as they 
did against Toronto. 

As paradoxical as it may seem, 
the most probable detriment to a 
MeGill cbampionship is Queen's. 
The Gaels were^ edged by a mere 
one point in their initial Joust 
with Toronto, and on Saturday 
were beaten by one touchdown 
by Western. Press reports indic- 
ate that Jack Parry was up to his 
old tricks again In that victory. 
Me atarled m Jut quarter series 
of desperation passes tliat paid 
off as they did one week earlier 
against McGill, with but one vari- 
ation. Harry M'ade was on the 
receiving end of the touchdown 
piss.

biggest and toughest line in the 
league. No other squad can boast 
eight men such as Sharp, Newman, 
Kowal, Capogreco, Whitman, Mar 
shall, Meirowitz and Malone who 
possess both weight and speed. All 
except Malone weight close to or 
are over two hundred pounds. 
Coupled with this they are prob- 
ably the most deadly blockers In 
the league, nor can the linemen 
of Toronto and Western tackle 
with them. 

McGill possesses a fine pair of 
starting ends In Caldwell and 
Mitchner. No Western end appears 
to be in ' the - same class, although 
Toronto has a pair who rate. Alex 
Lawson, while no star on the de- 
fence has an uncanny knack of 
eluding complicated pass defences 
to haul down Cummlngs' and 
Brown's heaves. Jack Gray is a 
sound defensive end. 

At present most of McGIU's of- 
fensive power lies in a brigade of 
plungers who know no equal in 
Canadian intercollegiate football 
George Valois, Terry Rodgers, Ken 
Wagner and Bob Stanley. In addl 
tion Obeck : opssesses two other 
players of outstanding calibre, Has- 
kell BlaiMr and Ray Deshlels. 

The other boy, Dcshicls just turn^ 
ed out to practice the other day. 
He is a 200 pounder from Wayne 
University, Detroit (oh. where or 
where. Dr. Flanagan, Jack Parks, 
Jim Coleman et al, are the import 
charges, with amazing speed. 

The threat of this department 
is easily demonstrated.- During 
the second half Shorty Falrbead 
did most of the qnarter-baeklng. 
Since Irving was on the bench 
this practically eliminated the 
threat of a McGIII pass attack. 
Pete Robinson was off the field 
as well, removing the possibility 
of too many end runs. Toronto 
realized this and moved up into 
a nine man line to bfock the only 
play McGill end left, the center 
buck and off tackle plunge. But 
the plungers went ahead and did 
their duty. Toronto did no more 
than uaual to deter them., 
To round out the liné-up we have 
Harry Irving, as line a passer as 
there is in the intercollegiate 
league. Shorty Falrhead who blos- 
somed into an outstanding quarter- 
back in the game, Pete Robinson, 
fastest man in the league. Rocky 
Robillard whose equal as a kicker 
neither Toronto nor Western 
possess. . • 

And culminating the whole situ- 
ation wc have an outstanding coach. 
Vic Obeck Is to be congratulated 
on the Job he has done. He has 
constructed a fine football machine 
out of seven players with senior 
experience and 17 intermediates. 

But all this Is far in the future. 
The season, is young, and many.un- 
expected thinss can happen. The 
schedule must be played game by 
game. We see the possibility of a 
champ!o;iship hut it is only a pos- 
sibility. The Important thing right 
now is that we play Queen'a next 
week. They have a %ood club, 
with a fine backfield and genial 
old Al Lenard. At present the ob- 
ject is not the Yates STrophy but a 
.victory {overTQueeh's. ^

tains "Inaccurate,' naive,^ mislead- 
v= ing,. ambiguous, and puerile state- 
i ments" and censures the author for 
bis "public display of musical ig- 
iorancc and ill-digested know- 
[ge." Heavens to Betsy! This Is 
Sjinpre pot! • . . - 

Two recent musical evenings 
, Come to mind. In the first our own 
'■UcGlll String Quartet, whose mem- 
bers are all professional musicians 
but who together form an amateur 
quartet, presented a program of 




classical and romantic music. This 
group performs well known music 
with careful attention to details 
of form and with no pretense at 
technical perfection. (As, it Is they 
gave a really thrilling, performance 
ot Schubert's Trout Quintet with 
Messers. Schick and ' Hardy - as 
guests). 

However one wonders if the role 
of such a group should not be that 
of presenting new music to its 
listeners — music. . otherwise un- 
available to-, the public — rather 
than the old staples, for now -they 
Invite comparison with familiar 
performances by professional quar- 
tets. 

We should think that the spon- 
soring committee would insist on 
such programs, even though this 
would necessitate additional .work 
and' rehearsing 'on the part of the 
members of the quartet. Such eve- 
nings would be much more music- 
ally satisfying. , 

The other is a recent recital by 
a. Canadian pianist. . This yoiing 
man presented an admirably prC' 
pared program but unfortunately 
ho received press notices more en 
thuslastlc than those given to such 
an established artist as Rubinstein, 
This sort of thing Is unfair, to both 
the artist and his public, Wc 'are 
quite sure that this young liian, as 
fine as he is, realizes that' he is 
not yet a finished artist, certainly 
not yet in the class of Rubinseln. 

While this sort of thing obviously 
looks fine in a book ot clippings, 
it will undoubtedly ' lead to the 
public demanding too much from 
the performer with inevitable dis- 
appointments. Perhaps a saner all- 
round approach would lead to less 
unhapplness.

Ten Rhodes Scholarships 
Available For Canadians 



Ten students from Canadian uni- 
versities will be selected shortly 
after November ! as Rhodes Schol- 
ars from Canada for 1050,' Opening 
of the competition was announced 
Saturday by the Rhodes Scholar- 
ship Trust. Closing date for appli- 
cations is November 1. 

The scholarships arc tcnablç at 
the University ot Oxford with a 
basic annual value ot ' £400 in- 
creased ' at present by temporary 
grants to £500 yearly. They are 
granted for two years with the pos 
slbillty ot a third year. Scholars 
may follow courses of study ot their 
own choice and arc required to go 
to Oxford In October 1950, 

Conditions of eligibility arc as 
follows:, ^ candidate ■ must be a 
male BrU^||iubject with at least 
(Ive yeàn'^ldencë and with the 
intention ot permanent residence in 
Canada, He must be unmarried. A 
Rhodes Scholarship Is forfeited by 
marriage after election. . 

A candidate must.havcrpassed his 
lOlh .but not have passed his 25th 
birthday by Oetober J, ;1050. ' 

He must have completed two 
years at a university in Canada by 
Oct. 1, 1950, 

A candidate must apply cither 
for the province in which he has 
his private home or residence or 
for the province in which he has 
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taken his university course. A re- 
sident of the North-We^t Terrltor* 
les will have only the latter altern- 
ative. A resident of Prince Edward 
Island will have the latter alterna- 
tive unless his university course 
has been taken in Prince Edward 
Island in which case he will apply 
in either Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick. 

Selection is made on the basis 
ot school and coUeg«^rècbrâs with- 
out written examinations]^ 

Scholarships are allotted on thlr 
basis. Two to Ontario, two to Que- 
bec and one each to Alberta, Brit* 
ish Columbia, Manitoba, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Sask 

atchewan, Newfoundland awards a 
scholarship separately. 

Application forms and full In 
formation may be obtained from 
university registrars, secretaries of 
provincial selection - committees and 
from the general secretary of 
Rhodes Scholarships In Canada, 
Roland MIchener, K.C., 5 Rosedale 
Road, Toronto 5, Ontario. J, S. 
Hodgson, 227 Lockhart- avenue. 
Town ot Mount Royal, is secretary 
of the selection committee of the 
Province ot Quebec.

"The complete executive ot the 
Radio Workshop, alter hearing the 
report on . the nature of the new 
Radio_;^C^minUtee from the repre- 
sentatlw,''deeided to resign in pro- 
test in order to bring the matter 
to the attenti:3n ot the SEC. 

"Late Sunday night Ross Simms 
and myself, In. a discussion with 
Colin McCallum, were told that the 
SEC would consider our objections 
that these resignations were not 
necessary, and thàt the SEC would 
consider the matter at the meeting 
Wednesday. He assured us that we 
could register disapproval of the 
two new members as the constltu 
tion stated, if we wished. 

In view ot these facts Ross Simms 
and myself withheld our résigna 
tlons. The other members of the 
Radio. Workshop executive were 
not preisent at 'the talk with Colin 
McCallum 'and could not be 
reached," 

Frequent scheduled and unsched- 
uled meetings of parties inyplved 
in the controversy throughout the 
week-end madcNit impossible for 
The Dally to. fully evaluate the sit 
uation. Statements were being is- 
sued right up to deadline.
